The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  my  Report  upon  the  health  of  the 


h  during  the  year  1923,  and  (o  draw  your  special 


attention  to  a  few  of  the  more  noteworthy  features  of  the  year. 

The  death-rate,  14.96,  is  next  to  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  the  Borough— 14.06  in  1920. 

The  birth-rate,  however,  continues  altogether  too  low  for 
our  population,  16.2 — no  less  than  3.6  lower  than  the  birth-rate 
of  the  157  smaller  Towns. 

There  was  again  an  absence  of  any  epidemics,  and  the 
deaths  from  Infectious  diseases  of  the  Zymotic  class  numbered 
only  7 — 1  from  Whooping  Cough  and  6  from  Diarrhceal  disease 
in  infants. 

While  we  may  note  with  pleasure  fewer  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs,  and  while  the  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  from  Respiratory  diseases  remain  fairly  stationary, 
we  cannot  but  view  with  deep  concern  the  distinct  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  an  increase  which  affects 
the  Country  generally. 


Housing  conditions  are  little  different  from  what  they  have 
been  during  the  past  few  years — no  real  relief  having  yet  been 


provided  against  overcrowding  or  congested  or  insanitary  areas 
— though  much  has  been  done  during  the  year  to  mitigate 
nuisances  and  to  remove  insanitary  conditions  which  are  con¬ 
stantly  coming  to  the  notice  of  your  officials. 

Nevertheless,  taking  a  broad  view  of  the  Public  Health 
conditions,  I  think  we  can  reasonably  conclude  that  the  tendency 
is  to  an  all-round  improvement  and  progress  rather  than  to 
stagnation  or  retrogression.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  that  time  was  6,531  with 
6,607  separate  occupiers. 

The  revised  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  as 
given  by  the  Registrar  General  is  25,670. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  Borough  is  £131,545,  and  the 
sum  represented  by  a  Penny  Rate  is  £490. 

The  Borough  has  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  water,  is 
for  the  most  part  well-sewered,  the  sewage  being  dealt  with  along 
with  that  of  Dukinfield  at  Outfall  Works  situated  at  Bradley 
Hurst  in  the  township  of  Dukinfield,  and  its  industries  comprise 
cotton  spinning  and  manufacturing,  calico-printing  and  bleach 
works,  engineering  works,  woollen  mills  and  other  minor  industries, 
and  it  offers  splendid  opportunities  for  the  introduction  of  new 
as  well  as  for  the  extension  of  present  industries.

Smaller  Towns  being  19*8. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  numbered  384  as  against  388  in 
1922,  423  in  1921,  381  in  1920  and  471  in  1919.  The  death- 
rate  for  the  year  was  14-96,  the  rate  in  the  157  Smaller  Towns 
being  io'6.

The  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council  continues  to  do  much  good  and  useful  work 
and  much  praise  is  due  to  the  Visi  ing  Nurses  for  their  super¬ 
vision  and  instruction, 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  not  yet  been  re-opened.

MEASLES— Not  a  single  death  was  recorded  from  this  disease, 
which  is  not  now  compulsorily  notifiable. 

From  Whooping  Cough  there  was  only  one  death. 

SCARLET  FEVER  appeared  as  isolated  cases  throughout 
the  year — 3  cases  being  notified  during  the  first  quarter,  6 
during  the  second  quarter,  o  during  the  third  quarter,  and  9 
during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  Two  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Borough  Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

As  regards  Typhoid  Fever  it  is  most  remarkable  that  not  a 
single  case  was  notified,  an  event  which  is  unique  in  the  history 
of  the  Borough. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  though  at  no  period  epidemic  in  the 
Borough,  caused  6  deaths. 

Eight  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  none  of  which  proved 
fatal.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  free  of  charge 
for  use  in  necessitous  cases  within  the  Borough. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  during  the  year, 
and  ended  fatally  in  Hospital. 

Though  the  midwives  are  no  longer  under  my  supervision 
every  facility  is,  nevertheless,  afforded  them  of  having  any  infected 
clothing,  etc.,  effectively  dealt  with  at  the  town’s  Disinfecting 
Station  whenever  requisite. 

Eleven  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year.

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Thirteen  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified — 
9  males  and  4  females. 

Permission  to  make  Chicken-pox  notifiable  for  a  period  of  six 
months  from  August  25th  was  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
During  that  period  40  cases  were  notified  and  were  investigated. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  9  of  the  cases  had  been 
Vaccinated.  What  might  have  resulted,  had  the  disease  been 
Smallpox  ? 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  27  persons  have  been  notified  as  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  of  whom  15  were  males  and  12 
females  ;  while  4  males  and  5  females  have  been  notified  as 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.

Each  week  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  furnished  by  me  with  a 
return  of  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Tuberculosis,  so  that  he 
may  disinfect  the  bedding  and  premises  used  by  the  sufferer. 


Respiratory  Diseases. 

This  group  of  diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia, 
Pleurisy  and  other  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  is 
always  prominent  amongst  our  death  returns,  being  mainly  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  variable  climatic  conditions  which  prevail  in 
this  part  of  the  country.

Sick  Nursing  Association  for  general  diseases  but  not  for  Infectious 
diseases. 

Midwives — only  five  practising.  More  are  needed..  They 
are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres — 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  controlled  by  the 
County  Council. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic  to  be  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Day  Nurseries — None. 

School  Clinic,  provided  by  Local  Education  Authority. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  at  Hyde,  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Centre,  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  District 
Infirmary,  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  District  Infirmary  and  also 
the  Lake  Hospital  at  Ashton-under-Lyne,  provide  every  facility 
for  the  treatment  of  all  General,  Medical,  Surgical  and  Gynaeco¬ 
logical  cases. 

We  are  still  without  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  for 
Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Small  Pox. 

For  Small  Pox  we  are  sufficiently  provided,  along  with  the 
neighbouring  Authorities  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Hurst,  Limehurst 
and  Audenshaw,  at  Hartshead. 

The  site  at  Hartshead  belonging  to  the  Joint  Small  Pox 
Hospital  Board  is  an  extensive  one,  comprising  several  plots  and 
measuring  in  all  some  40  acres,  and  only  a  small  portion  of  it  is 
occupied  by  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  with  its  administrative  block 
and  outbuildings. 

The  Ashton-under-Lyne  Public  Health  Authority  for  many 
years  past  have  very  kindly  allowed  us  to  send  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  or  of  Scarlet  Fever  into  their  Borough  Hospital  for  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  whenever  they  have  had  accommodation  available, 
but  at  times — and  often  this  occurs  when  our  need  is  the  more 
urgent — there  is  no  available  accommodation  and  the  patients  have 
had  to  be  retained  at  home  under  very  disadvantageous  conditions. 


There  is  not  any  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children  in  the  district.

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


General  Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  general  inspection  of  the  various  premises  within  the 
Borough  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  total  number 
of  visits  made  is  4090.  The  number  of  notices  served  for  the 
removal  of  nuisances  is  informal  519  and  statutory  45. 
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The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  nuisances  which

The  house-to-house  inspection  of  the  Borough  has  been 
continued.  During  the  year,  299  dwellings  have  been  carefully 
inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  107  informal  notices  have  been 
served  for  necessary  repairs  to  make  certain  houses  reasonably  fit  for 
habitation  ;  72  of  these  have  been  complied  with.  In  a  number 
of  instances,  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  houses,  but  not  all 
the  defects  requiring  attention  have  been  remedied.  Dwellings  to 
the  number  of  86  were  inspected  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and 
notices  have  been  served  for  various  repairs  and  alterations.  Of 
these,  69  have  been  complied  with. 

With  respect  to  various  premises  where  abatement  of 
nuisances  have  not  been  complied  with  after  service  of  preliminary 
notices,  the  Public  Health  (Visiting)  Sub-Committee  have  made 
several  visits  to  these  properties  and  have  recommended  that 
statutory  notices  should  be  served.  Some  of  these  nuisances 
have  received  attention  and  in  three  cases  legal  proceedings  had  to 
be  taken. 

Sanitary  improvements  consisting  of  conversions  from  the 
privy  and  pail  systems  are  now  steadily  proceeding — 221  privies 
have  been  removed  and  town’s  water  closets  have  taken  their 
place.  Also  there  have  been  9  additional  town’s  water  closets 
erected  at  factories  and  dwelling  houses.  The  following  list  shows

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  received  periodical 
visits.  The  premises  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
state  but  it  w^as  found  necessary  in  three  cases  to  notify  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises  of  certain  defects  which  required 
attention. 
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The  Disinfecting  Station  has  been  most  serviceable  in  dealing 
with  infected  articles.  15  beds  and  mattresses,  26  pillows  and 
bolsters  and  17  blankets,  2  sets  of  nurses’  uniforms,  &c.,  and  several 
other  articles  have  been  dealt  with. 

Moreover  76  premises,  including  the  Elementary  Day  Schools, 

.  have  been  disinfected  by  fumigation. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  of  the  chimneys  of  the 
mills  and  factories  within  the  Borough  and  number  28.  The 
number  of  minutes  allowed  per  hour  for  dense  smoke  is  10 ;  this 
was  exceeded  in  three  instances. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  the  usual  inspection  of  carcases  in  the 
slaughter-houses  and  meat  and  other  foods  on  sale  in  the  shops 
has  been  carried  out.  It  has  resulted  in  the  following  meat  being 
found  affected  with  tuberculosis  : — six  carcases  of  cattle  which  with 
one  exception  were  only  slightly  affected.  In  each  case  the  affected 
parts  and  organs  were  seized  and  sent  to  the  Destructor  works 
for  incineration.  The  weight  destroyed  was  about  320  lbs.  The 
other  case  was  one  of  miliary  tuberculosis  and  the  whole  carcase 
and  organs  were  seized  and  sent  for  destruction.  The  weight  being 
7  cwts.  41  lbs.  Two  carcases  were  examined  of  injured  beasts, 
one  on  a  farm  and  the  other  at  a  slaughter-house.  The  former 
carcase  had  been  badly  bruised  in  parts.  These  were  removed 
and  destroyed.  Weight  about  120  lbs.  34  English  rabbits,  450 
sheeps’  trotters,  27  bags  of  yeast  and  one  box  of  herrings  were 
also  found  to  be  in  an  unsound  condition  and  were  destroyed. 

Fifteen  pigs  and  1  cove  were  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises. 
All  the  pigs  were  found  to  be  sound  and  in  good  condition.  Par¬ 
ticulars  of  cow  are  found  above. 

The  following  articles  of  food  were  inspected  at  the  premises 
of  wholesale  grocers  and  were  removed  for  incineration  : — 20  tins 
of  boiled  beef,  6  of  corned  beef,  4  of  tongue,  2  of  boiled  mutton, 
50  of  condensed  milk,  and  22  miscellaneous  tins  of  fruit,  salmon 
and  lobster. 

All  the  slaughterhouses,  thirteen  in  number,  are  licensed 
annually.  They  are  all  kept  in  a  good  condition  and  limewashed 
at  the  required  periods.  In  one  instance  the  attention  of  the 
licensee  was  drawn  to  an  accumulation  of  refuse  on  the  premises. 
This  was  removed  almost  immediately. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

50  Factories,  61  workshops  and  44  bakehouses  have  been  in¬ 
spected  at  regular  intervals  and  attention  has  been  drawn  in  30 
instances  to  certain  defects  or  irregularities  observed. 

Eleven  notices  have  been  received  from  H  M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  seven  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 


Canal  Boats  Report. 

The  number  of  Canal  Boats  inspected  during  the  year  is  three. 

The  condition  of  the  boats  appeared  to  be  on  the  whole 
satisfactory,  and  there  were  no  infringements  of  the  Canal  Boats 
Acts.  All  the  occupants  appeared  to  be  in  good  health  and  free 
from  infectious  disease.  Owing  to  road  motor  transport  the  canal 
is  now  very  little  used. 


Contagions  Diseases  (Animals)  Inspections. 

Owing  to  a  very  serious  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
disease  which  occurred  late  on  in  the  year  the  Borough  has  been 
under  restrictions  which  necessitated  720  licences  being  issued 
and  countersigned.  As  there  are  three  dealers  in  the  town  chiefly 
concerned  with  importing  Irish  cattle,  169  licences  were  issued 
under  the  Importation  of  Animals  Act,  1922. 

Under  the  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Order  91 
declaration  forms  and  91  licences  respecting  the  movement  of  store 
pigs,  and  43  Declaration  forms  relating  to  swine  marked  for  slaugh¬ 
ter  have  been  issued. 

A  weekly  sale  of  cattle  and  pigs  at  Staley  Hall  Farm  was 
authorised  and  necessitated  attendance  for  the  issuing  of  licences 
for  removal  of  swine — 30  for  store  pigs  and  4  for  fat  pigs.  This 
was  closed  down  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.
